Specification 



5. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .125(a) due to the extent of editorial changes to the amended specification.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1, 2, 4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Lekhtman (US 2004/0028478 A1 ). Lekhtman discloses an assembly of moldings 
that can be joined together to form a floating structure (modular dock) - a modular dock 
can also be considered a boat which can be considered a floating craft. The assembly 
comprises multiple (at least first, second, third and fourth moldings) each produced by a 
rotational molding (roto-moulded) and having a hexagonal outer profile incorporating a 
plurality of joining portions [1] with flat (planar) outer faces and planar joining portions, 
configured as generally claimed by applicant. The moldings are made of polyethylene 
plastic. Planar joining portions (faces at [9]) can be joined face to face to each other in 
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at least two different positions. Adjacent planar joining portions are disposed at a 120 
degree angle to one another. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
